the arrest of a Boston Globe 
reporter who was aboard one 
of three single-engine planes 
that dropped supplies to Indi- 
ans occupying Wounded Knee,

, The reporter, Thomas Oli- 
phant of the Globe’s Washing- 
ton bureau, who wrote a first- 
person account of the air 
drop, said he had arranged to 
surrender voluntarily to the 
FBI at a suburban Washington 
office at 10 a.m. Monday. 

An FBI spokesman said Oli- 
phant was charged with con- 
spiracy to violate anti riot 
provisions of the 1968 federal 
c$me control act. A Massachu- 
setts psychologist', William B. 
2$mmerman, was arrested on 
the same charge in Boston 
yesterday in connection with 
the air drop. , 

/Released on personal recog- 
nizance for a hearing May 18, 
Zimmerman said he was ac- 
cused “of bringing food and 
supplies to people who,, from 
newspaper accounts, have

The psychologist, who is 
also national coordinator of 
Medical Aid for Indochina, 
refused to say whether he was 
aboard any of the planes that 
dropped nearly a ton ofs sup- 
plies Tuesday, but he said he 
felt most Americans would 
support “anyone who brings 
supplies to people who are 
supposedly'violating an illegal 
federal blockade.” 

Oliphant wrote in his story 
that “federal officials were 
taken by surprise by the air 
drop” and that Indians hold- 
ing the town were unaware of 
the mission. The newsman 
said he was allowed to accom- 
pany the seven men on the 
mission, which cost an esti- 
mated $5,000, on the condition 
that the names of those in- 
volved not be used in the stor. 

FBI agents turned up at the 
reporter’s home in Potomac, 
Md., yesterday morning only 
to be met, Oliphant said later, 
by an indignant Mrs. Oliphant 
who “tells me she chased ’em 
off the property yelling to 

i 


press.” 

Oliphant had been in Boston 
for the past three days, work- 
ing at the Globe office there, 
and returned to Washington 
around noon. The newspaper’s 
attorney here, James McKay, 
arranged for Oliphant to turn 
himself in on Monday. 

Government officials, mean- 
while, reported that another 
single-engine plane may have 1 
droppped more supplies into 
Wounded Knee during a pass 
over the town Friday night. 
Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General Richard Hellstern 
told reporters in South Dakota 
that federal officers shot off 
flares but failed to identify 
the plane. 

Oliphant’s story in the 
Globe included a statement 
from the members of Tues- 
day’s mission who said the de- 
livery of food supplies was be- 
ing carried out “by a large 
number of Americans who 
have worked and continue to 
work to end American aggres- 
sion in Indochina.” 
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
